The rescuers dug through into the 
mine at 3:30 this morning, but before 
they had gone far fire and black damp 
were encountered and the men quickly 
made their way out of the dangerous 
pit. Fans were then started. 

A LAST ATTEMPT. 

After being driven from the mine by 
smoke and black damp this morning, 
twenty-one brave men _ resolved to 
make one more attempt to rescue their 
comrades, and at 2 0’clock they in 
entered the burning pit. Three of the 
arty returned to within a few hun- 
red yards of the subterranean fire and 
satisfied themselves that the men were 
dead and further search was useless. 
The stench of 
BURNING HUMAN FLESH 
sickened them, but they visited nine 
places where the men were known to | 
have been at work. Two dinner pails 
were found with dinners untouched 
and two coats. Picks and shovels were 
all lying just as a man would leave 
them as he started on a run for his life. 
Otherwise no trace of the men could 
be found. While prosecuting the 
search further the rescuers ran intoa 
dense cloud of black damp, which put 
out their lights. A struggle for life 
then followed, but they succeeded in 
getting back to the rest of the party. 
After a sad consultation it was de- 
cided to abandon the search, and the

A MERCHANT TALKS ON TRADE. 


Entries for the Races-—Line and 
Make-up of the Procession— 
Prizes for the Winners—Brev- 
‘ Itles and Personals. 


While the Cross road has done much 
for the town by establishing cheap 
rates and rapid and frequent commu- 
nication between Pasadena and Los 
Angeles, it has not proved a benefit to 
all of our citizens. Some of the mer- 
chants have sufferea and they don’t 
pretend to deny it. When the Santa 
Fo, with its infrequent local trains and 
45 cents fare, was the only railroad to 
Los Angeles, Pasadenians thought 
longer before journeying to the near-by 
metropolis. They went less often and 
as a result bought more goods at home 
than now, when the round trip can be 
made at almost any hour of the day for 
4 
leading merchant said to the 

reporter yesterday: “There bas 
been a noticeable decrease of business 
in my line since the Cress road started. 
People who’ before were content to 
make their purchases at home, now go 
to Los Angeles to do their shopping. 

Why? Chiefly because they imag- 
ine they can have a larger assortment 
to select from there than here. It is 
not a matter of prices. Few, if any, 
claim that goods are * higher here 
than in Los Angeles. Then the rail- 
road and street-car fares must he 
thought of. Naturally, in some 
branches of trade, a larger assortment 
of wares may be obtained in Los An- 
geles than from local merchants, but I 
would say that all of our tradesmen 
carry as large lines of goods as the 
population and condition of trade will 
warrant. 

“What I have said applies chiefly to 
the “ay furnishing and dry goods 
men. o grocers, the butchers and 
baker are not affected, for sugar is 
sugar, and a tenderloin steak a tender- 
loin steak here and away. And yet I 
have not heard a single merchant 
deprecate the advantages resulting 
from rapid transit, for they appreciate 
the fact that the benefits accruing to 
the town from this source far out- 
weigh whatever personal losses they 
may sustain. 

“It would, however, be more just if 
Pasadena purchasers would confine 
themselves as exclusively as possible 
to the local markets. Home trade 
would thus be agreeably stimulated, 
and more of our merchants be able 
earn a comfortable living.”
